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Artificial Breeding Service Continues 
To Increase In Value 

HE American Breeders Service continues 

to lead the way in making artificial breed- 
ing of steadily increasing 
value to dairymen. Tak- 
ing over the American 
rights for the process dis- 
covered by British scien- 
tists for freezing semen, 
ABS has successfully pio- 
neered the commercial 
use of frozen semen in 
the United States. The 
conception rate with froz- 
en semen has been ex- 
tremely good, running 
ahead of the conception 
rate under the old meth- 
od. Frozen semen also gives the dairyman a 
wider selection of bulls to choose from. 

Another new development in the ABS Pro- 
gram for the Southeast is the selection of 
“Premium” bulls. These are bulls on which ac- 
tual production records of over 100 artificially 
bred Holstein daughters and of over 50 daugh- 
ters each of the Guernsey and Jersey bulls are 
available. Because of the length of time re- 
quired to get proofs from these artifi- 
cially sired daughters, only four bulls in the 
present stud have attained this ranking. A 
slightly higher charge is made for semen from 
these four “Premium” bulls, but on the basis 
of the records, it would seem to be well worth 
the difference. 

Every year since the ABS service was 
launched at our barn on the Charlotte High- 
way in 1948, it has shown an increase in the 
average milk production of cows in North 
Carolina. With the high standards of quality 
which the American Breeders Service has 
maintained and its courageous pioneering into 
new scientific developments in artificial 
breeding and in the study of genetics, still 
greater advances in milk production per cow 
appear to be ahead.
